Furthermore, the paste components can include other materials 
such as, but not limited to, antibiotics, sucrose, dextrose or other biologically compatible 
anti-caking agents, and optionally, barium, iodine, or other high atomic weight elements for 
purposes of radioopacity. 

In a most preferred embodiment, the paste for use as taught herein contains a carrier, an 
osteoconductive component, and an osteoinductive component. Carriers can include, but are 
not limited to, gelatin, collagen, glycerol, hyaluronic acid, chondroitin sulfate, polyethylene
